KNAPSACKING IN THE EVOLUTION REGION 


On the topo sheet Lemark Col seemed a 
very unpretentious mountain pass, but 

to those of us who on the second day of 
the knapsack trip ascended its rather 
dxheausting approaches, it presented more 
of a climb than had been anticipated. We 
had lunch at the little lake just below 
the crest and then remained there about 
half an hour enjoying the scenery and 
the sunshine. From the crest, a beauti- 
f\,1 view of Mt. Darwin and its two 
northern ridges was before our eyes; 
truly a spectacular mountain. From Evol- 
ution Lake two parties set out to con- 
quer Mt. Darwin, one via the usual route 
up a canyon from the southern part of 
the lake, and ours from the jagged, saw- 
toothed ridge that rises abruptly above 
the east side of the lake. Naturally, 
the first party was successful, but we 
on the ridge had a tougher climb ahead 
of use Most of the pitches were third 
and fourth class with one fifth class 
pitch thrown in to make it more interest- 
ing. We wore a few hours from the summit 
when we decided to return rather than go 
on to the top and descend by darkness. 
Virginia Romain, Elly Hinreiner, Paul 
Hunter and I took part in the attempt, and 
as the climbing proved to be the best we 
were to experience on the trip we felt 
that our efforts were not wasted. Other 
climbing included an ascent of the 
Devils Crags from a bivouac near lower 
Rembaud Lake by Elly Hinreiner, Nancy 
Jory, Paul Iiunter, Sam Hopkins, Virginia 
Romain, Marian Fruhling and myself. Only 
two summits were attained: the northern- 
most crag and the highest crag, which, 
according to the register, had not been 
climbed since 1939, 


From a bivouac in Palisade Basin Nancy 
Jovy, Sam Hopkins and I ascended North 
Palisade via the usual route. As the 
Cay was cloudless and the sky unusually 
clear, there was a magnificent view of 
the crest from lit. Whitney to the Banner- 

Ritter region. Due to the cold wind we 
did not linger long on the summit; we 
paused to yodel down to the base-campors 
below the glacier and then descended to 
the gully whence we came. The next day, 
after much consideration on my part, 
Paul Hunter and I returned to the afore- 
mentioned bivouac in order to get an 
early start for the ascent of Thunder-~ 
bolt peak, a recently acknowledged 
14,000 footer. Its summit was reached

THE RAINLESS HIGH TRIP 


The 1947 High Trip, traveling through 
the same country as was covered (and 
deeply!) in 1938, "The Year of the Big 
Snow," may well be identified in the fue 
ture as the trip taken in "The Year of 
the Big Dust." It was dry. It was so 
dry that toward the end of the outing 
even those who had nearly drowned last 
year were praying for rain, so dry that 
meadows were already gray-brown--as may 
be expected in late September--before 
the last week of July. 

But the 1947 High Trip may also be ree 
membered as one of the best, for manage- 
ment end guests alike were happy with 
beautiful campsites, plenty of fish (as 
soon as the party got far enough away 
from roads), excellent trails, cooper- 
ative personnel and a smooth-running 
commissary, and meals such as have not 
been turned out since before the war, 

Lo be sure, there were minor difficul- 
ties--but only of the kind that spice’ 
memoryse. At Reds Meadow, for instance, 
some pack strings were very late. So, 
too, was dinner; and a few commissaryites 
thought they might have to spend a bede 
less night. But food arrived and was 
properly disposed of, and Dina and Ike 
brought in the last of the dunnage be- 
fore campfire was over, so all ended well, 
Then there was that seemingly intermin- 
able trail around and around the shoul- 
ders of the same incredibly elongated moune 
tain, on the way to Purple Lake. Some 
there were who maintained that High Trips 
were getting too tought “But a few old- 
timers began reminiscing, and in contrast 
to the 1930 High Trip, with its two-day 
march all the way from North Lake over 
Piute Pass and around to Colby Meadow, 
or the 1936 marathon from Giant Forest 
to River Valley and over Kaweah Gap to 
Little Five Lakes in two days, the hiké 
out of Reds Meadow didn't seem so long, 
efter all, especially with the two-day 
layover at Purple Lake, 

The beautiful camp at Lake Ediza, with 
its inspiring views of moonlit Minarets, 
was the outstanding feature of the first 
two weeks. For the second two-weekers, 
the short-cut route over the head of the 
First Recess, leading onto a charming 
open upland meadow, must have vied with 
the trip over beautiful but easy Selden 
Passe On either two weeks, those who had 
made the 1938 trip enjoyed this opportunity 
to see how the country really looks when it

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The last Saturday in August found ove. 
erythin; perfect, except perhaps the 
cold night winds and the shorter days. 
In the greying dawn John and I roped 
up for THE climb, 

With protection aid ¢fon 8 or 10 pi- 
tons we roared over the familiar rock 
to the level of First Error in three 
hours. 

We bypassed First Error straight 
up the overhang to Horseman's Ledge, 
and by nightfall were only two. pitches 
below Second Error. The second day we 
also bypassed the Second Error "detour" 
by rope-traversing immediately into the 
more gentle 70° inner recesses of the 
Great Chimney with its "flying chocke 
stone". As the granite became more ~ 
rotten I took the first lead onto the 
high. angle rock that continues to the 
top and turned over the lead to John 
from then on. Here was our rivals? 
high piton and handkerchief. We were 
now 20 hours ahead of their schedule. 

Here the chimney opens out more and 
more onto the headwall, It made any 
other pitch seem simple by comparison. 
John spent eight hours in slings withe 
out coming down for rest except at 
night. I spent the time uncer an ove 
erlang in sound belay position (with 
beribproof anchor) belaying with hair~ 
trigger. alertness, and ducking rocks 
from above. After 20 feet of this 
came a slightly overhanging 20-foot 
blank requiring an upward traverse 
on three expansion boits to granite 
"poor enough" (sict) to receive steel 
pitons. (Future clinicrs notes In ree 
moving the bolts for use above I hope} 
lessly damaged the holcs.) 

This pitch was finished on the morn- 
ing of the third day with 40 feet of 
rappel rope supplementing the nylon, 
Thus began the last vertical oné-third 
of the Arrow, 300? to the notch, 500! 
to the summit. From then on we used ~ 
every trick we had ever seen or heard, 
and many invented on the spot. 

Underneath the notch we bivouacked 
the third wight. Part of the chimey 
goes clear. through the notch and out 
on the east face but is too narrow to 


negotiate. On the entire climb there 
practically never was an alternate 
route. Between us and the notch, or 
Third Error, was an 80=foot stretch of 
massive overhanging blocks with cracks 
too wide for pitons and too narrow for 
wedging--it seemed, We had established 
contact with Fred Hudson, Marie Zaepfle 
and others on the rim, so we drank the 
rest of our tiny supply of water, lmow- 
ing that when we reached the notch they 
could lower supplies to us. 

The fourth morning we felt stronger 
than any time previously. Attaining 
the notch, we drank the cider lowered 
to us, ate, and took off around the cor- 
ner of the east face to the Fourth and 
Last Error. John made the lead up the 
two pitches in 14 hours. 

Ahead lay the toughest pitch. It was 
the most exposed and hold-less rock I 
have i abit seen Close up. ‘We had to 
climb 100% correctly and safely or else 
we wouldn't climb--ever, Our confidence 
in each other was perfect. For me it 
was sweat and watch and feed the rope 
back and forth through a Swiss belay, 
ready every second for everything. For 
John it was sweat and search and feel 
for flaws in the massive granite, and 
pound and pound until a piton could be 
placed thet would hold something. Af- 
ter 80 feet he knew a 50-foot expansion 
bolt ladder would be required to reach 
the summit, 

Nightfall broke our spell of fero« 
cious concentration. The cold night al- 
most blew our shivering bodies from the 
exposed bivouac ledge. 

After drilling 10 holes for bolts in 
the flint+hard rock of the Arrowtip, 
John was at the top before 11 a.m. the 
fifth day, and just at noon I came’up 
"oxactly on schedule". On the rim, 
Ansel Adams, hiding behind his caméra 
or beard, whichever it was, yelled, 
“Smile, pleaset" John and I shook 
hands and as we stood on the broad (7) 
level (3) top I opened and read a letter 
from Jack Arnold, my partner on the same 
spot a year ago. It was addressedew

The NSSers on the Muir Woods trip Sunday, 
September 28, got some surprises beyond 
the wonderful weather, Our leader was too 
ill to come, but Dick Johnson was a very 
capable substitute. Everyone was pvleas- 
antly amazed to find that in spite of this 
unusually dry summer, at least half the 
plants set out on the road cut last Feb- 
ruary had survived. If you are expecting 
to plant a steep, rocky and very dry road 
cut in the near future, take heed that 
your best bet will be the very common 
Sticky monkey flower (Diplacus sp.). 
Bacharis pilularis (coyote brush), Rhamnus 
californica (coffee berry), and Ceanothus 
thyrsiflorus (blue blossom) would also be 
good bets. Twelve additional species also 
survived. If you have been thinking that 
this is a dull time of year, you will be 
surprised to know that we counted 27 plant 
species in bloom along our route from 
liountain Home to Muir Woods and back to 
Mill Valley via the Ocean View and Tender- 
foot trails. 

Dr. Edward L. Kessel, Research Assistant 
in Entomology at the California Academy of 
Sciences, entertained a large audience 
with his subject, Interesting Flies of 
Marin Gounty, on Friday night, September 
19, Your scribe, for one, was almost 
afraid to swat one of the pesky critters 
after the talk, for fear of killing one 
of the "rare" flies that Dr. Kessel found 
could be caught in large numbers only in 
the smoke of outdoor fires, or of killing 
one whose larvae destroy the eggs of the 
black widow spider. You should have been
